For 
the conduct of the Government in respect 
of African affairs the responsible leaders of 
the Opposition knew well that public opinion 
had nothing but praise to offer. Lastly, the 
failure of British diplomacy in the matter 
of Armenia has been too plainly due to 
perseverance by the present Administration 
in the footsteps of its immediate —— 
to it of much serious critic by the

It is in this connection that the 
prostrate condition of the Parliamentary 
Opposition has revealed itself with full foros 
since the opening of the Session. In the 
first place, the Opposition showed themselves 
incapable of proposing any amendments to 
the Address which were of the slightest in- 
terest or importance.
